Tile fourtli annual meeting of the Business ]^Ien’s Baring Assoeiation, whu-li liegan .Tannary '1 and 
e;mie to a eh»s<* February 12, embraced thirty-seven r.-MMiig days, during which time two liund'red ami 
tifty-two races were decideil and .$183,790 distributed in stakes and purses. This compares favorably 
with the 8188,110 distributed last year during forty-two days of racing. The meeting was a success in 
ever.v particular, although tiuanciall.v it did not reach the re<*or<l of last .vear due in a great measure to 
the most unseasonable weather ex|»erieiiced in years ami the fa< t that there was no Mardi Gras this vear 
to attract thousands of visitors. The racing itself was high class despite the changeable track conditions. 
There were more liorses available for racing this winter than ever before, with the result that the limit 
number of starters faced the barrier in nearly every race. In many instances the number of entries to 
a race ran into the hundreds.

FOUR STRAIGHT FOR ORESTES 

Cuban Owned Son of Great Tra- 
cery Runs Fast Race at Havana. 



Concedes Weight and Beats Older 
Opponents in Manner Suggest- 
ing Future Greatness. 



Havana, Cufia, February 13. — The Cuhan owii<*d 
Orestes. ,*i three-year-old son of the great Tracery, 
proved that he is a high-class colt when he con- 
< eded weight and heat his older opponents in the 
Cidoii Handicap, the main attraition at Oriental 
Park tiKlay. This was the colt’s fourth straiglit 
victor.y of the meeting, hut his perfi»rmance toda.v 
was his lw*st and stamped him as a three-year-old 
that ma.v devchqi into a racer of exceptional merit. 

Back Ba.v was favorite today with Orestes second 
in d(*m::nd. Sparkler (|uhkl.v rushed into the front 
and set a dazzling pace, with Back Bay and On*stcs 
in close pursuit. On the stretch turn Cnunp timk 
Orestes to the outsiile of the leaders and the i*<dt. 
resiMuiding in a game fashion with a ^cmark.•lh^^ 
burst of speed which l.inded him in fnmt. won by 
a length and a half with his rider easing him up. 
Sparkler was se<*on<l a ne<k in advance of ilack 
Ba.v. It was a fast run race. Hie five and a half 
furlongs h<*ing covered in 1:054^, the half in 47% 
and tlie five-eightlis in 591.-,. 

-\side from the brilliant p«*rformance of Orestex:, 
the riding of W. I 'rump was a distinctive feature 
of toda.v’s siMirt. He nwle thre<* winners. Pajaroita 
II. ill tin* first, Orestes in the fourth ami Flare in 
the fifth. 

William Bros.’ old campaigner, ('apt. Marclimont. 
warn his third straight victory of the m<*etiiig when 
he easily accoiinteil for the second race, for which 
In* was f.TVorite. 

Baffeity was an <Mlds-oii choice in the threi*-year- 
old race and easily i)rov(*d liis suiK*riority over Her- 
der, which also «*ame in for considenihle backing. 

IMPORTANT RULING PROMULGATED. 

The most imiMirtant ruling promulg.ited by the 
stewards of the Cnbu- Ann*ri<*an .Iock<*.v riub tliis 
season was that b.v wliicli Merritt McCjuiiiii was 
banished fr<un the turf and the licens<*s of jo*keys 
Floyd (’ooper and Thomas ('ummings were revoked. 
The stewards, iii announcing the ruling. g:ive no 
details of tin* circiimstain*es leading to the ai tioii 
taken, contenting tliemselvcs witli the gener.il 
st.itoniont that the ruling was issued 011 account of 
pra<*tices detrimental to tin* best interests of tin* 

turf and for fiagrant violations of the Buies of 
Racing. 

.McAjuiiin. wlio is not widely known on the turf, 
conducted a idgar stand at one of the leading hsal 
hotels last winter. This si'asoii he has lH*eii filling 
tile role of adviser to a local plunger who is said to 
have had more than tin* usual degree of success in 
his betting operations. Last summer he was hn ated 
at .Niagara Falls. N. Y.. :iinl .lacksonville, Fla., 
was at one time the scene of his activities, 

(’ooper ami ('ummings were among tin* most 
prominent of t!ie jewkeys riding here this winter. 
( «MM)er came ln*re to ride for .\1 Austin and did 

well during the early part of the season, but lias 

not lH*en so successful <»f late, ('ummings is an 
old-timer wlio ilrifted back to the big tra<ks ;i few* 
.vears ago after spending sev«*ral years in the 

Caii.-idiaii Northwest. He siiowed better form in tie* 
saddle here this season than at aii.v previ*»us time 
and did especially well during the recent peiicHl of 
mmld.v tr.ick racing. 

It is iinderstoiMi that the circumstances leailing 
to the ruling were such that there can he little 
hope on the part of thosi* involved for a re-opcniug 
of their <:ises for a long time lo ctuiie, if ever.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 

All American steamship arriving at an Atlantic 
liort .vesterday reports li:iving stink a German stib- 
m.-irine in the Mediterranean on -laiiuary 18, after a 
ninning fight. The steamer was not hit. On tlie 
return voyagt* tln‘ same craft was attacketl in tlie 
M»*diterraneaii by two submarines. One was siglited 
off the bow of the steamer, and when the captain 
attemptetl to ram the undersea boat, it snbinergetl 
and made off. At the same time the gun crew 
fought off another submersible from the stern. 
'I'lie crew’ of tlie vessel reported that British patrol 
boats c;iptured two submarines off the Canar.v Is- 
lands on January 7. 

With 104 American soldi<*rs of the Tuscania 
known to be dVml and luiried on the Scottish coast, 
an iinottlclal estimate yesterday places the total loss 
of American troops at 207. After eliminating from 
tlie passenger list the names of the survivors and 
the id( n titled deail and accounting for thirt.v-three 
unidentified dead. 1.30 soldiers still are not a«'- 
l ounted for, and it is believed they were lost. 

'I’lie prospect of the inin-h advertised Hindenhiirg 
oflensive is provoking much alarm and indignation 
among German civilians ami appreliension among 
the troops, according to reports reaching P.erne. 
Switzerland. Berlin has been secretly placarded 
witli announcements that tlie Prussian militarists 
are prcp.-iring to sacrifice .anotlier million men. A 
niimlie)' of socialists have been arrested. 

Rouinani.’i h;is ignored Germany’s twenty-four- 
hour iiltimatiiiii to “conelude immediate peace.” 
-\ccording to a message fiashed b.v wireless from 
Jass.v to Saloniki and rela.ved b.v cable yesterda.v to 
py (,'oiistantin Angolasca. Roumania minister at 
Washington. Roumania has “disdainfully ignored” 
(ieiman.v's threat and “w’ill survive or perish with 
the jillied cause.” 

Fuel administrator Garfield yesterday suspembMl 
the Moiida.v closing order, but left the wa.v open 
to put it into operation again if it appeal that 
would lie necessar.v.

Plans are beitig laid b.v some of the leading Ken- 
tm k.v horse breeders for the eallitig of a meeting 
de|eg;it»'s aild ineiillMTs of horse breeders’ associ.l- 
timis ill .New York oii .Monda.v. Febniar.v 25. to for- 
mulate ;i plan of co-o|ier;itive breeding for the piir- 
IiosH of supplying liorses for army service. 

'I'he plan is to form a corpor.ation with sufficient 
caidtal to jmt the plan into exeiiition at ome. by 
wliicli nie.-iiis all owners of registered horses siiittible 
for smh breeding may liccoine associated in the 
work. 

'I'lie plan of o|XTatioii suggested is a modification 
of tliat put into effect b.v the Department of Agri- 
• •iilture several yiairs ago. but instead of buying the 
produce of siicli breeding at the age of three ye.irs. 
it is to be Ixuiglit by the association at the time of 
w« ailing and later tlie association will sell the 
geldings to tile government for army use and tlie 
fillies will )»e retained for breeding or otherwise 
disp<»se«l of. 3'here will be a fixed nniforin priie for 
the weanlings from approved mares ami tlie purchase 
guaranteed. 

'Pile pl.tn for maturing the stock has been well 
thought out so as to attain the best de\elopmciit at 
tlie le.ist cost. For tliis piir)M>se the assoi iatioii 
will have sever.il <-cnters for assembling the young 
stoek where eonditions of soil and liimate .are most 
favorable, 

BREEDING MARK TO BE BRANDED. 

A system of branding has been suggested by whieli 
the breeding will Ix' marked on eaeli horse* with .a 
number attmlied, in this way every type of horse 
ami each breeder will have eredit for the jirodm-e 

and the markings can be referred to as long as 

the horse lives. 

3’he sihedule of priees suggested is $.50 to the 

owner of the mare, 815 to the owner of the stallion 

and the nssoei.atioii to add eiiongh to rover expenses 
dei»emlent on the time th.at the government will 
juirehase. 'NV'fh the <ai-operation of the breeders, 
and the government, the estimated eost at three 
years of age is under -SIMM). One great element of 
ceononi.v is in handling the stock in quantity instc.ad 
of retail inan.igement of individual farmers, 

3’lie date of the meeting is selected just preceding 
the F.asig -Tipton sale of trotting horses, at whieh 
time many breeders will lie in New York. 

'J’be war has shown that the breeding of horses 
for the arm.v must be t.aken up at om*e in order 
to prevent a shortage and it is lioped that the meet- 
ing will devise a pl.iii of co-operative breeding that 
will lie iiermanent and result in making a well 
reiognizfMl business of raising horses f<*r the army.
